the news is that 10 steam whalers have 
taken 302 whales, and tlmt such of the Bail- 
ing whalers as have been heard from have 
taken from 40 to 50 more, so that the sea- 
son's catch in Bebrlug sen and the Arctic to 
about 350 ivuales. 


Tlie lucky wbalors are the Balnena, Bel- 


Uga, (_i rampus, Newport, Orca, Karluk, 
Belvedere, Mary D. Hump, Narwhal and 
Navavch. All hail from San Francisco save 
the Belvedere and the Navarch, which hail 
from New Bedford. The former, however, 
has been 15 years OD the Pacific const, and 
the latter went round last year to stay 
probably foi the rest of her days. The 
Kavarch is tliu largest vessel of the United 
States whaling fleet. Slie has a tonnage of 
41M tons 
The other nine steamers vary 


from ISO to 403 tons. Reports from nearly 
a dozeu other whalers show that they have 
taken from one to six wbales each. Prom 
15 to 20 whaling vessels, some in the At-

The constitutional dutv which n 


quires the President from tim- t 
time to give to the Congress informa 
tion of the state of tiie Union and 
recommend to their consideration 
such measures as he shall jud^e nece* 
sary and expedient, is fittingly entered 
npoa by commending to the f WTC- 
a careful examination of the "detailed 
statements and well supported rec- 
ommendations contained in th« re 
ports of the heads of department" 
who are chiefly charged with ibc ex" 
ecutive work of the government In 
an effort to abridge this communica- 
tion as much as is consistent with it- 
purpose, I shall supplement a brief 
reference to the contents of these de- 
partmental reports by tlie mention of 
such executive business and incident* 
as are not embraced therein and bv 
such recommendations as. appear to 
be at this particular time appruprl- 


While our foreign relations have 


not at all times during the wast vear 
been entirely free from perpl'oxitv. no 
embarrassing situations remain 'that 
will not yield to the spirit of fairne^ 
and love of justice, which, joined 
with consistent firmness, character- 
izes a truly American foreign policv 


The government has maintained "a 


neutral position in the matter of the 
Brazilian insurrection 
and 
di-ap- 


proves the action of a late naval com- 
mander in saluting the revolted Bra- 
zilian admiral. The Chilian dispute 
has been settled to the satisfaction 
of ooth countries involved. 


THE OEAHY CHINESE 
LAW. 


The legislation of last year, known 


as the Geary law. requiring the re°i«- 
tration all Chinese laborers entitled 
to residence in the United States. 
and the deportation of all not com- 
plying with the provisions of the act 
within the time prescribed, met with 
much opposition from the Chinamen 
in this country. 
Acting upon the 


advice of eminent counsel that the 
law was unconstitutional, the creat 
mass of Chinese laborers pending the 
judicial inquiry as to its validitv. in 
good faith declined to apply for the 
certificates required by its.provisions. 
A test case upon proceeding bv lia- 
eas corpus was brought before the 
Supreme court, and on Mav l?n:f. a 
decision was made bv that tribunal 
sustaining the law. ' 


It is believed that under the re- 


cent amendment of the act extending 
the time for registration, the Chinese 
laborers thereto entitled, who desire 
to reside in this country, will now 
avail themselves of the renewed priv- 
ilege thus afforded of establishing 
by lawful procedure their right to re- 
main, and that thereby the necessity 
of enforced deportation mav to a 
great extent be avoided. 


It has devolved upon the United 


States minister at Pekin. as dean of 
the diplomatic body, and in the ab- 
sence of a representative of Sweden 
and Norway, to press upon tlie Chi- 
nese government reparation for the 
recent murder of Swedish missionar- 
ies at Sung Pu. Tills question is of 
vital interest to all countries whose 
citizens engage in missionary work in 
the interior: 


THE HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 


It is hardly necessary for me to 


state that the questions arising from 
our relations with 
Hawaii 
have 


caused serious embarrassment. Just 
prior to the installation of 
the 


present administration the existing 
government of Hawaii had been sud- 
denly overthrown, 
and a treaty of 


annexation had been negotiated" be- 
tween the provisional "government 
and the United States, and submitted 
to the senate for ratification. This 
treaty I withdrew for examination. 
acd 
dispatched Hon. James H 


Blount, of Georgia, to Honolulu as a 
special commissioner to make an im- 
partial investigation of the circum- 
stances attending the chanire of srov- 
ernmeDt, and of all the conditions 
bearing upon the subject of the 
treaty. After a thorough and ex- 
n«ustive examination Mr. Blount sub- 
mitted to me his report, showing- be- 
yond all question that the constitu- 
tional government of Ilnwaii had 
oeen subverted with the active aid of 
our representative to that govern- 
ment, and through the intimidation 
caused by the presence of an armed 
Dli 
force of the United States 
which was landed for that purpose at 
the instance of our minister.
